Bol e, Ida., J u n e 5.—Through J a m e s 
H. 
Hawley, senior 
of the group

prosecutors, Idaho made the opening 
statem ent against William D.Haywood, 
whom it ch a rg e s with the m u rd e r of 
Prank Steunenberg, and then began 
i he 
presentation 
of testimony 
by 
which ii hopes to prove tit*1 indictment. 
The opening statement was a sw eep­ 
ing a rraig n m en t of the leaders of the 
Western Federation of Miners, who 
wert1 charged with plotting wholesale 
| murder and with hiring assassins in a 
giant conspiracy to destroy opposition. 
by terrorism, to control tile political 
destinies of the communities covered 
by their organization 
and to p e rp e t­ 
uate their ow n power within th e o r­ 
ganization. 
It charged a widespread conspiracy 
cating from th e North Idaho distu rb ­ 
ance fifteen years 
ago and reaching 
down to the m u rd er *>f Frank Steunen* 
berg. 
H aw ley declared 
that when- 
e er in the 
mining sections 
of the 
coast states the federation had been 
in control, it had left a trail of blood 
o m ark Its operation. 
Of the hired 
-.-assins he cried: 
“To them m u rd e r 
became a tra d e 
and assassination a m eans of living.’ 
As to the 
general conspiracy, 
Mr. 
Hawley said: 
“I have said, gentlemen, it h a s been 
.art of th **r object and policy to con­ 
trol politics 
of the various 
states in 
which they have lived: 
w here they 
Lave existed, where their organization, 
their subordinate lodges have had con­ 
sol. 
This conspiracy, this colhlsion, 
m ese crimes, this

Objects of the Conspiracy.

nounced th e charges. 
Counsel for the 
defense opened fire before the s t a t e ­ 
ment had proceeded ten m inutes and 
the repetition of objections from th e m 
led to t h r o e or four sharp exchanges.

commission at the recent h earing in 
New York when tile Alton deal was 
under Investigation. 
Previous to his conference \^|ith th e 
president, 
Commissioner Lane

special counsel for the government in 
the Harrim an investigation. 
Mr. Kel­ 
logg. ii is understood, will have a con­

to," while lie w as discussing th e gen 
oral railroad situation with the pres! 
dent. 
The proceedings to compel Mr. l i a r 
riman 
to a n sw e r

ferred to will be brought in the courts 
of the Southern district of New York. 
W hether th e prosecution 
o r th e de­ 
fense wins Hie case is expected to be 
appealed ultimately 
to the 
suprem e 
court. 
According to opinions already 
expressed by m em bers of the in ter­ 
state co m m erce commission It m ay be 
a year or even more before final deci­ 
sion can be reached. For these reasons 
it was announced several w eeks ago 
that the commission did not intend to 
await the result of these proceedings 
before taking action on the investiga­ 
tion of the H a rrim a n lines.

In Floor Space of 6,000 Square Feet 
Are Condensed Striking Features of 
300 Y e a r s— Unique Quality of S m ith ­ 
sonian Institution's 
D is p la y

ginia Exposition, 


The exhibit of the Smithsonian i n s t i ­ 
tution ami National m useum re **ntly 
opened at the J am estow n exposition 
has an its unique object to c mdonse 
into si single room 
American history 
from the beginning to the end, says a 
W ashington dispatch to the N ew York 
Herald. 
« 
From 1007, when Captain J olm Smith 
arrived In C hesapeake bay, to 1!R>7, 
three centuries, m uch bas happened to 
be condensed into (5.000 square feet of 
floor space. 
W. D e 
Ravenel of the 
National museum , w ho is representing 
the Sm ithsonian institution at the e x ­ 
position. 
told 
In 
an 
interview 
w hat 
b a s been prepared to tell a running 1 
story of the century changes. 
“To serve as a central figure about I 
which to group everyth ing else,” said 1 
Mr. Ravenel, “ w e h ave set up a large 
tableau of tw en ty -tw o figures, portray- j 
lug Captain John Smith going up the 
Jam es river to trade with tile Indians 
for corn. 
Eleven of the groups are 
w hite men, three soldiers aud four sail­ 
ors and others, all dressed in the style 
of that day. 
The costum es are as near­ 
ly reproductions as possible, with hel­ 
mets, rapiers, m atchlock guns and pis­ 
tols, som e of which w ere actually car­ 
ried by early settlers. 
The boat is one 
of the pinnaces such as were used in 
surveying the C hesapeake bay and \ ir- 
ginia rivers. 
For articles of trade the 
Smith party has a chest of glass beads, 
looking 
glasses, 
hatchets 
and 
other 
trinkets. 
The Indians are represented 
as giving 
in 
return 
grain, som e of 
which in this tableau w as grow n from 
seed carried by the Tusearoras to New 
York in 1711. 
“Around this central group w e have 
placed forty three c a w ;, a dozen illus 
H ating th.,* cu stom s and culture at d if­ 
ferent periods. 
T w o of them are de 
voted to reproducing the costum es of 
the original settlers 
the Puritan and 
Ids w ife, tin* Dutch padroou and his 
w ife, the Virginia planter aud his wife 
and a Spanish lady and gentleman. 
T w o cases show Indians of the I’oto- 
m ac region m aking stone implements. 
Another case portrays a scene of the 
colonial period, and still another con­ 
tains an exhibit by the D aughters of 
the American Revolution, consisting of 
costum es and relics of the days of ’7(5.” 
Mr. Ravenel laid great stress upon 
the accuracy with w hich these scenes 
had been reproduced. 
Care, he said, 
had been taken to m ake them as trim 
to the original as possible. 
“Some collections of special interest,” 
he went on, “illustrate tLe arts and 
culture of our ow n outly ag posses­ 
sions of today, the Philippines, Porto 
Rico, H aw aii and Alaska. 
“To show the developm ent o ( w ater 
transportation w e h a v e obtained mod 
els of an ancient viking war galley, 
tile ships of C olum bus and other fa- 
inous ships of colonial times, such as 
the Susan Constant, the Mayflower of 
the Puritans and the H alf Moon of 
Holily 
Hudson. 
A fter these sailing 
shills are show n m odels of tho first e x ­ 
periments of Rut;'soy, Pitch, 
Fulton 
aug Stevens. 
There is also a model 
o f the Savannah, the first steam ship to 
cross the Atlantic.

The medical exhibit, arranged by Dr.

Finlay, w ho 
first formulated the theory as to the 
transm ission o f yellow fever by the 
: mosquito. 
An item of Interest in tin* history of 
medicine is in connection with Captain 
Smith himself, who is characterized as 
“the first patient on record as having 
received medical ald in the colony of 
Jam estow n.” 
W hile on ids first e x ­ 
ploring expedition in the Chesapeake, 
June, 
1 '08, he speared a sling ray
